President Truman today weighec 
his most momentous decision sine 
the war's end—whether to reshap 
historic American foreign pohcj 
by calling for direct intervention 
in the internal affairs of Greece. 
,. The grave diplomatic-crisis pro 
voked by Britain's decision to cas 
off her obligations in the shakj 
Mediterranean nation kept the 
chief executive close to the White 
House, his hopes for a Caribbean 
cruise abandoned temporarily "be- 
cause of developments."

well as pending legislation to 
change the labor lav.-g. 


LaGuardia. co-sponsor of 
the 


Norris-LaGuardia anti-injunction 
act enacted in 19S2. said in a state- 
ment prepared for the senate la- 
bor committee:

The former New York mayor 


testified as the senate committee 
made ready to close six \veeks of 
hearings on bills to revamp the 
labor laws."

Moscow, March 8—(AP)—For- 


eign Secretary Ernest Bevin of 
Britain arrived at the White Rus- 
sian railroad station about noon 
today, first of the visiting for- 
eign ministers to reach the Soviet 
capital for Monday's big four ses- 
sion. 


"We'shall spend the days ahead 


in trying to make some peace 
which will prevent any future ag- 
gression and let the whole world 
live in security," Bevin said on his 
arrival for meetings at which the 
foreign ministers will work on 
peace treaties for Germany and 
Austria. 


He spoke into a microphone re- 


cording a message to the people 
of Moscow, which began: 


"I am very glad to be back hi 


Moscow again and 
bring you 


greetings from the British people 
to the people o*. Russia."

Landlords who want to show 


substantial hardship as a grounds 
for getting 
individual rent In- 


creases must present adequate fig- 
ures to prove their contentions, 
it was stated today by Arthur A. 
Thorsell, rent director. 


Since rent announcement of a 


liberalization of 
provisions 
in 


rent 
regulations 
under 
which 


landlords may ask ceiling raises, 
too many have applied without 
offering sufficient data for a fair 
determination, he said. 


"Substantial 
hardship" 
said 


Thorsell "is determined by com- 
paring the operating position of 
the property in the current year 
with the operating position in a 
'base period,' 


"Obviously, we can only decide 


the question if definite figures are 
given us. Under recently-changed 
provision, the base period may not 
be a representative two-year pe- 
riod after January 1, 1939—not 
necessarily, before the maximum 
rent date, which is March 1, 1945, 
as previously." 


The change was made, he said, 


because many landlords do not 
liave 
adequate 
records 
before 


March 1st, 1942. 


But they must show figures for 


some two-year period after Jan. 
1, 1938. 


He explained that to qualify 


for a hardship adjustment a land- 
ord must prove both a decrease 
in net income, and an increase in 
property taxes, or operating costs 
Between the "base period and the 
current year. 


The increase allowed will be lim- 


ted. as heretofore, by the level of 
rent ceilings in the area for com- 
>arable housing-.

New Germ Killer 


Used Successfully 


Chicago, March 
S.—(AP)—A 


new germ-killing chemical agent 
called bactracin, developed after 
nearly four years of research, was 
reported today to have been used 
successfully in treatment of infec- 
tions and so powerful that out of 
100 patients on whom it was tried 
62 were saved from surgery. 


Among the infections success- 


fully treated by bacitracm, said 
the physicians who developed the 
antibiotic, were boils, carbuncles, 
sties and ulcers. They reported 
results were "so speedy they sur- 
prised both the patient and the 
physician." Use of the germ- 
killer either obviated surgery or 
speeded recovery after surgery, 
they said. 


Bacitracin, now made up in oint- 


ment form that* melts at body 
temperature, was reported in an 
article of the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical association as being 
effective against many of the 
same organisms as penicillin. But 
•30 organisms were resistant to 
penicillin and responded to baci- 
tracin, while six were resistant to 
bacitracin and susceptible to peni- 
cillin.
